proposed resolution entitled

A RESOLUTION DECLARING CERTAIN AREAS WITHIN DELTA ICITY TO BE IN A DILAPIDATED OR BLIGHTED CONDITION

Specific discussion was held regarding the language in Section 2

which states Declaration of Blighted Area Delta City hereby
declares the area described in Paragraph 1 above as a blighted
area based on existing buildings and structures considered unfit

to occupy

Attorney Waddingham explained that specific language is included in
the statutory definition of blighted areas under the Utah Community
Redevelopment Law That language used in the resolution does not

fully describe the property which is of concern to Delta City

Attorney waddingham instructed City Recorder Dorothy Jeffery to

contact personnel associated with the CDBG to determine whether or

not Delta City s proposal is acceptable as submitted

Following discussion Council Member Robert Droubay MOVED to adopt
Resolution No 92 206 subject to later amendment if it is

determined that the resolution does not meet the prerequisites for

applying for a Community Development Block Grant The motion was

regarding Redevelopment Agencies that will become effective in
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April 1992 He stressed the urgency for Delta City to get a

Redevelopment Agency in place prior to April because the new

legislation may be a detriment to Delta City
